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Introduction 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members 

of  the  County  Health  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of 
the  administrative  county  of  Cheshire  for  the  year  1955. 

At  mid-year  the  population  of  Cheshire  was  8,800  more  than  at 
the  corresponding  point  of  the  preceding  year.  The  death  rate  was 
very  slightly  increased  in  1955  and  the  birth  rate  very  slightly  decreased. 
Stillbirths  were  the  lowest  that  they  have  ever  been  and  were  22.4 
per  thousand  total  live  and  stillbirths.  Infantile  mortality  was  24.7 
per  thousand  live  births,  slightly  less  than  in  the  preceding  year,  but 
more  than  in  the  year  1954  when  infantile  mortality  w'as  the  lowest 
recorded  in  the  county. 

Whilst  the  death  rate  for  malignant  tumours  of  the  stomach,  breast  • 
and  uterus  remains  stationary,  deaths  from  carcinoma  of  the  lungs  and 
bronchi  increased  each  year,  particularly  in  males.  The  number  of 
deaths  from  lung  cancer  has  increased  by  no  less  than  80%  since 
1950.  In  females  the  increase  during  the  same  period  is  22%;  the 
deaths  of  males  represent  86%  of  deaths  from  this  cause  at  all  ages. 
Coronary  thrombosis  as  a cause  of  death  has  increased  by  28%  in 
males  and  33%  in  females  since  1950,  but  65%  of  all  deaths  from  this 
cause  are  of  males.  Coronary  thrombosis  is,  indeed,  one  of  the  major 
causes  of  all  deaths,  being  responsible  for  14%  of  deaths  in  1955. 

When  considering  deaths  in  middle  life,  i.e.  between  the  ages  of 
45  and  65,  one  is  struck  by  the  predominance  of  males,  and  indeed,  the 
percentage  of  male  deaths  between  these  ages  is  increasing  year  by 
year.  In  the  year  1955  there  was  a total  of  2,288  deaths  between  the 
ages  of  45  and  65,  of  which  60.9%  were  of  males  as  compared  with 
60.4%  in  1954  and  54.1%  in  1934.  Rather  more  than  a quarter  of 
all  deaths  of  males  occurred  in  this  age  group,  but  only  one-sixth 
of  female  deaths  were  of  persons  between  the  ages  of  45  and  65.  When 
the  incidence  of  death  from  coronary  thrombosis  in  middle  life  is 
considered,  it  is  found  that  this  cause  alone  accounted  for  one-quarter  of 
all  male  deaths  at  this  period,  and  when  the  sexes  are  compared, 
the  number  of  deaths  of  females  in  middle  life  from  coronary  thrombosis 
is  only  one  quarter  of  the  number  of  deaths  of  males  from  the  same 
cause.  The  disparity  of  deaths  between  the  sexes  at  this  period  of  life 
is  even  greater  when  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lungs  and  bronchi  are 
considered;  this  cause  of  death  accounted  for  11%  of  deaths  of  males  in 
middle  life  and  deaths  of  males  outnumbered  deaths  of  females  from 
this  cause  by  ten  to  one. 
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The  number  of  deaths  from  tuberculosis,  both  pulmonary  and  non- 
pulmonary,  continues  to  decrease  year  by  year.  There  was  no  case  ' 
of  diphtheria  notified  during  1955,  the  last  death  from  this  cause  was 
as  long  ago  as  1950. 

Particulars  are  given  in  Section  5 of  this  report  regarding  the  first 
full  year’s  working  of  the  scheme  for  B.C.G.  (Bacillus  Calmette 
Guerin)  vaccination  of  school  leavers  against  tuberculosis.  It  will 
be  noted  that  of  11,112  school  leavers,  no  fewer  than  77%  of  the 
parents  consented  to  the  vaccination  procedure,  and  that  5,475  were 
found  to  be  negative  to  the  tests  and  were  thereupon  vaccinated 
with  B.C.G.  Arrangements  have  been  made  through  the  Regional 
Hospital  Boards  for  Mantoux  positiv^e  school  leavers  to  be  X-rayed 
at  convenient  centres.  A continuance  of  this  degree  of  public  support 
of  the  B.C.G.  vaccination  scheme  will  ensure  that  the  great  majority 
of  pupils  will  leave  school  in  the  Mantoux  positive  state,  showing  a 
degree  of  immunity  to  tuberculous  infection. 

In  the  spring  of  this  year  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  was 
commenced  throughout  the  county  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry 
of  Health  Scheme.  A total  of  35,417  children,  born  between  1947 
and  1954  inclusive,  was  registered  for  vaccination  out  of  an  estimated 
number  of  110,000  children  born  between  those  years.  The  months 
of  birth  selected  by  the  Ministry  to  indicate  which  of  the  registered 
children  were  to  be  vaccinated  with  the  limited  amount  of  vaccine 
available  were  March,  August  and  November.  3,411  children  received 
two  injections  of  vaccine,  whilst  657  received  one  injection  only. 
Both  the  B.C.G.  and  poliomyelitis  vaccination  schemes  depend  upon 
the  willing  co-operation  of  the  Director  of  Education  and  the  teaching 
staff  for  their  successful  operation  and  I render  to  them  all  my  sincere 
thanks  for  their  great  and  valuable  help. 

New  child  welfare  centres  have  been  organised  at  Plumley,  Weston 
Point  (Runcorn)  and  Sale  Moor.  Attention  is  drawn  to  the  statistics 
for  dental  work  amongst  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  young 
children.  There  has  been  a considerable  increase  in  this  activity, 
but  the  amount  of  work  done  is  still  regarded  as  insufficient. 

The  work  of  the  local  health  authority  in  the  north-eastern  part 
of  the  county  will  be  greatly  facilitated  by  the  recent  opening  of  the 
Marple  clinic  centre. 

During  the  past  few  months  conferences  of  consultants,  practitioners 
and  medical  officers  of  health  have  been  attended  at  which  the  arrange- 
ments for  ante-natal  care  were  considered.  These  conferences  showed 
a desire  on  the  part  of  each  of  the  three  branches  of  the  medical  pro- 
fession to  co-operate  in  this  important  matter,  and  decisions  were 
reached  which  will  have  the  effect  of  ensuring  the  best  and  fullest 
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attention  to  women  in  the  ante-natal  period.  Attendances  at  the 
Consultant  Ante-natal  Clinics  organised  by  the  local  health  authority 
remain  at  their  previous  high  level,  and  there  has  been  during  the  year 
a considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  women  attending  Midwives 
Clinics  for  ante-natal  care.  Fourteen  “Preparation”  Classes  are  held 
weekly  in  the  county,  at  which  education  for  confinement  and  mother- 
hood is  carried  out.  A feature  of  these  preparation  classes  is  the 
attendance  of  a trained  person  to  conduct  relaxation  exercises. 

There  has  been  a substantial  increase  in  the  number  of  women 
discharged  from  maternity  hospitals  at  such  a stage  in  the  puerperium 
that  they  require  the  services  of  county  midwives  on  their  return  home. 

With  the  continued  increase  of  the  county’s  population,  and  the 
gradual  development  of  the  work  of  health  visitors,  there  is  still  a 
shortage  of  these  valuable  members  of  the  health  department  staff. 
Two  additional  posts  of  health  visitors  have  been  created  at  Sale  and 
Mid-Cheshire  to  meet  the  rapid  growth  of  population  in  these  areas. 

The  number  of  registered  nursing  homes  continues  to  decrease  and 
three  went  out  of  business  during  1955.  There  are  now  29  nursing 
homes  registered  in  the  county,  but  on  the  other  hand  the  number  of 
private  homes  caring  for  aged  persons  continues  to  increase. 

There  is  again  an  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  carried  by  the 
County  Ambulance  Service,  amounting  to  3%  over  the  previous  year; 
as  a result  of  the  care  taken  in  ensuring  that  the  maximum  number  of 
patients  are  carried  in  the  one  journey,  the  number  of  miles  travelled 
per  patient  carried  decreased  from  7.8  to  7.7.  In  accordance  with  the 
policy  of  the  County  Health  Committee  a number  of  the  worn-out 
ambulances  were  replaced  by  dual  purpose  sitting-case  ambulances,  and 
at  the  present  time  roughly  one-half  of  the  vehicles  in  the  ambulance 
fleet  are  of  this  type. 

The  ambulance  service  at  Congleton  which  had  previously  been 
operated  by  a contractor,  has  recently  become  directly  provided  by 
the  County  Council,  so  that  now  there  is  only  one  small  area  of  the 
county  where  the  ambulance  service  is  not  directly  provided  and  man- 
aged by  the  County  Council.  Steps  have  been  taken  to  effect  a fusion 
between  the  ambulance  services  operated  from  Altrincham  and  Sale, 
which  has  already  begun  to  show  slight  economies  in  the  running  of 
the  service. 

The  new  Ellesmere  Port  ambulance  station,  erected  in  conjunction 
with  a new  fire  station,  is  already  in  operation.  Economies  in  con- 
struction have  been  achieved  by  erecting  the  ambulance  and  fire 
stations  next  door  to  one  another  and  the  ambulance  service  is  enabled 
to  use  fire  brigade  personnel  for  the  reception  of  calls,  thus  producing 
further  appreciable  economy. 
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It  is  with  great  regret  that  I have  to  report  the  impending  retirement 
of  Dr.  Peter  Edwards,  who  for  so  long  has  been  the  Medical  Super- 
intendent both  of  the  Cheshire  Joint  Sanatorium  and  of  Wrenbury 
Hall.  His  place  at  Wrenbury  Hall  will  be  filled  by  the  appointment 
of  Dr.  Alec  Fleming,  the  Consultant  Chest  Physician  for  the  mid  and 
south-Cheshire  area.  Cheshire,  and  Wrenbury  Plall  in  particular, 
have  been  exceedingly  fortunate  to  have  retained  the  services  of  Dr. 
Edwards  and  the  development  of  the  Cheshire  Joint  Sanatorium  and 
Wrenbury  Hall  will  remain  a monument  to  his  progressive  ideas  on  the 
treatment  of  tuberculous  patients  and  their  rehabilitation  into  normal 
life.  In  co-operation  with  the  Ministry  of  Labour  the  industries  at 
Wrenbury  Hall  have  been  further  developed  with  a view  to  thorough 
training  being  given  to  persons  admitted  to  Wrenbury  from  sanatoria  for 
rehabilitation.  There  is  still,  however,  a need  for  additional  cottages 
to  be  erected  at  Wrenbury  so  that  those  colonists  who  are  married  and 
have  families  may  make  their  home  at  the  colony  instead  of  having  to 
travel  to  and  from  their  home  towns  each  week-end. 

After  some  difficulty  in  making  suitable  appointments  of  a physio- 
therapist and  occupational  therapist,  three  climes  for  the  treatment  of 
spastic  children  have  been  commenced  at  Macclesfield,  Northwich 
and  Crewe.  Children  suspected  of  suffering  from  spasticity  are  seen 
by  the  Consultant  Paediatrician  who  prescribes  and  supervises  the 
treatment  given  at  these  clinics.  One  of  the  aims  of  the  scheme  is  to 
facilitate  early  diagnosis  and  treatment,  and  some  success  has  already 
been  achieved  in  that  whereas  in  1955  there  was  no  child  on  the  register 
of  spastic  children  kept  by  the  Health  Department  who  was  under  the 
age  of  two  years,  there  have  already  been  instances  of  treatment  for 
spasticity  being  commenced  under  the  age  of  one  year. 

It  will  be  noted  from  the  figures  given  in  Section  IX  of  this  report, 
dealing  with  mental  health,  that  there  has  been  a further  considerable 
increase  in  the  number  of  patients  voluntarily  admitted  to  mental 
hospitals.  It  is  understood  that  the  Manchester  Regional  Hospital 
Board  will  shortly  set  up  an  additional  out-patient  clinic  for  mentally 
ill  patients  at  Crewe;  this  development  is  heartily  welcomed  as  in- 
dicating an  increase  in  preventive  activities  in  the  field  of  mental  health 
in  an  area  hitherto  unprovided  with  convenient  clinics  for  this  purpose. 
It  is  also  gratifying  to  report  that  the  number  of  cases  which  have 
been  referred  to  the  department  for  after-care  and  visitation  on  dis- 
charge from  mental  hospitals  has  almost  doubled  during  the  present 
year. 

It  is  hoped  that  works  of  adaptation  to  provide  an  occupation  centre 
for  mental  defectives  at  Nantwich  will  commence  shortly.  There  is 
still  considerable  difficulty,  notwithstanding  the  ready  co-operation  of 
the  Regional  Hospital  Boards,  in  securing  the  admission  of  mental 
defectives  to  hospital.  There  will,  however,  be  a little  easing  of  the 
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situation  when  the  Council’s  special  school  for  educationally  sub-normal 
children  is  removed  from  the  Mary  Dendy  Hospital  to  the  new  residen- 
tial schools  now  being  erected  by  the  County  Education  Committee. 

The  proportion  of  elderly  persons  and  sufferers  from  chronic  illness 
who  are  attended  by  home  helps  still  continues  to  grow.  An  interest- 
ing experiment  is  being  conducted  at  Hyde  whereby  foul  washing  is 
collected  from  bedridden  patients  still  living  in  their  own  homes 
and  is  then  laundered  at  the  Ashton-under-Lyne  Hospital.  A super- 
visor of  domestic  helps  has  been  appointed  in  the  north-east  Cheshire 
division  and  commenced  duty  in  April  last.  This  appointment  is 
proving  highly  successful  and  her  area  is  being  extended  to  cover  the 
Hyde  and  Longdendale  division  as  well. 

Dr.  D.  O.  Macdonald,  who  was  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the 
borough  of  Bebington  for  many  years,  and  was  appointed  Divisional 
Medical  Officer  for  the  Bebington  division  at  the  inception  of  the 
work  of  the  local  health  authority  in  1948,  retired  on  reaching  the  age 
of  65  at  the  end  of  July.  It  is  desired  to  pay  tribute  to  his  work  in 
organising  the  divisional  health  services  and  to  wish  him  a long  and 
happy  retirement. 

As  in  previous  years  the  fifteen  Divisional  Medical  Officers  have 
met  monthly  at  the  County  Public  Health  Offices  and  these  meetings 
have  continued  to  maintain  a happy  atmosphere  and  team  spirit  within 
the  county  health  services,  whilst  at  the  same  time  the  individuality 
of  the  several  divisions  has  been  retained. 

I wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  County  Health 
Committee  and  of  the  Divisional  Health  Committees  for  their  support 
and  help  throughout  the  year.  My  sincere  thanks  are  also  due  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  County  Council  and  other  Heads  of  Departments  and 
their  Deputies  for  their  very  willing  co-operation  and  assistance  on 
all  occasions,  and  I acknowledge  with  deep  gratitude  the  loyalty  and 
friendship  invariably  shown  to  me  by  the  whole  of  the  staff  of  the 
Health  Department  throughout  the  county.

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Section  Ill.-Vaccination  and  Immunisation 


Under  Section  26  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  the 
County  Council  has  the  duty  of  making  available  a full  service  of 
vaccination  against  smallpox  and  of  immunisation  against  diphtheria; 
the  organisation  and  management  of  the  scheme  has  been  devolved 
upon  the  Divisional  Health  Committees.  Immunisation  is  also  pro- 
vided against  whooping  cough. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  attention  now  devoted  to  Health  Services 
in  general,  and  to  this  aspect  in  particular,  will  result  in  a considerable 
increase  in  vaccination,  just  as  it  has  served  to  secure  a wide  response 
to  the  offer  of  immunisation.  Immunisation  is,  in  practice,  meant 
for  children,  with  particular  attention  to  those  under  5,  but  vaccination 
may  on  occasion  be  sought  by  persons  of  any  age,  and  a recent  amend- 
ment of  the  County  Scheme  has  provided  for  this. 

Arrangements  made  under  the  Council’s  scheme  include  parti- 
cipation by  general  practitioners  and  sessions  at  clinics.

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Section  IV.-Ambuldnce  Service 


The  County  Council  is  charged  with  the  duty  under  Sertinn  97 
of  the  National  Health  Service  A?t,  1946.  to  prov.^d^  a comfc^ 
ambulance  service  throughout  the  County,  free  of  charge  to  persons 
earned;  the  duty  includes  transport  by  car  of  persons  who  are  unfit 
tor  public  transport  but  do  not  need  to  be  recumbent.  The  service 
IS  one  which  has  been  devolved  for  organisation  and  management 
within  the  approved  estimates  to  Divisional  Health  Committees 
through-out  the  County. 


Arrangements  are  made  to  pay  for  the  agency  use  of  some  Red 
Cross  and  St.  John  vehicles.  In  addition,  there  is  a supplementary 
arrangement  with  the  Voluntary  Car  service  which,  originally  organised 
during  the  war,  had  been  continued  and  paid  for  up  to  5/7/48  by 
hospital  authorities.  1 axis  and  hired  cars  are  also  used  as  a supple- 
mentary service. 


During  1955,  delivery  was  taken  of  three  Bedford  Lomas  ambu- 
lances, and  seven  Bedford  Lomas  Sitting  case  ambulances  which 
were  ordered  at  the  end  of  1954  and  orders  were  placed  for  2 ambulances 
and  17  Sitting  case  ambulances  for  delivery  in  1956. 

The  arrangements  by  which  the  County  Boroughs  of  Chester, 
Stockport,  and  Warrington,  and  the  Counties  of  Shropshire  and 
Derbyshire  provided  an  Ambulance  Service  in  particular  areas,  or 
for  special  purposes,  were  continued,  as  was  the  arrangement  whereby 
the  County  Borough  of  Liverpool  and  the  County  of  Lancashire 
convey  smallpox  patients  or  others  needing  special  disinfection.  On 
the  other  hand  Cheshire  supplies  the  night-time  service  for  the  Glossop 
area  of  Derbyshire. 

For  long  distance  journeys,  use  is  made  of  the  service  provided 
by  the  Railway  Executive  for  invalids,  which  comprises,  for  a small 
fee,  a reserved  compartment  without  payment  of  fares  other  than  for 
the  persons  actually  travelling.  There  are  special  arrangements  for 
casual  use,  at  an  agreed  fee,  of  other  Authorities’  ambulances,  either 
at  the  far  end  of  such  a railway  journey,  or  to  meet  special  emergencies, 
and  help  is  similarly  given  to  other  ambulance  authorities.

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Section  V.-Prevention  of  Illness, 
Care  and  After-care 


General 

Section  28  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  gives  per- 
missive powers  to  the  County  Council  to  make  a scheme  for  prevention 
of  illness,  and  for  the  care  and  after-care  of  persons  suffering  from 
illness.  The  County  Council  has  a duty  to  make  detailed  arrange- 
ments for  any  disease  the  Ministry  may  specify.  In  this  connexion, 
tuberculosis  has  been  so  specified,  and  much  of  the  work,  other  than 
clinic  and  institutional  provision,  which  was  carried  out  for  many 
years  under  the  County  Tuberculosis  Scheme,  is  being  continued 
under  the  new  powers. 

The  arrangements  under  this  section  of  the  Act  are  among  those 
which  for  organisation  and  management,  within  the  approved  estimates, 
have  been  devolved  to  Divisional  Health  Committees. 

Tuberculosis 

Consultant  Chest  Physicians,  the  main  part  of  whose  work  at 
chest  clinics  passed  to  the  Regional  Hospital  Boards  on  the  appointed 
day,  are  part-time  officers  of  the  County  Council,  and  give  Divisional 
Medical  Officers  all  necessary  advice  in  the  sphere  of  care  and  after- 
care; Health  Visitors  pay  home  visits  to  tuberculosis  patients  and  help 
to  secure  the  attendance  of  contacts  at  the  clinics.  The  loan  of  large 
items  such  as  garden  shelters  and  the  supply  of  smaller  items  such 
as  sputum  flasks,  now  form  part  of  the  general  scheme  for  the  provision 
of  nursing  equipment,  of  which  details  are  given  later. 

Wrenbury  Hall  Industrial  Training  Colony  has  continued  under 
the  full  ownership  and  control  of  the  County  Council,  and  arrange- 
ments are  being  made  for  considerably  extending  the  scope  of  the 
training  given.  During  the  year  1955,  some  16  Cheshire  trainees 
were  admitted  for  industrial  rehabilitation,  and  29  from  other  local 
authorities.  There  are  ‘at  present  29  colonists  living  in  the  hostel, 
of  whom  7 are  married,  and  5 married  colonists  living  with  their 
families  in  cottages  on  the  estate.

B.C.G. 

The  County  Council’s  proposals  under  Section  28  of  the  National 
Health  Service  Act,  1946,  for  B.C.G.  vaccination  of  contacts  of  tuber- 
culous persons  were  approved  by  the  Minister  on  24th  October,  1949. 
They  provided  for  B.C.G.  vaccination,  by  and  at  the  instance  of  a 
physician  with  specialist  knowledge  and  experience  of  tuberculosis, 
of  contacts  of  patients  suffering  from  tuberculosis,  such  contacts 
being  found  by  medical  tests  to  be  capable  of  receiving  protection 
from  tuberculosis  as  a result  of  B.C.G.  vaccination.  In  May,  1954 
approval  was  given  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  the  Scheme  being 
extended  to  provide  for  the  B.C.G.  Vaccination  of  children  between 
13  and  14  years  of  age. 

In  the  first  place  those  physicians  with  specialist  knowledge  and 
experience  of  tuberculosis  were  the  chest  physicians  employed  by 
the  Regional  Hospital  Board,  towards  whose  salary  the  County  Council 
pays  a specified  proportion.  All  Divisional  Medical  Officers  and 
four  Assistant  County  Medical  Officers  have  received  instruction  in 
the  technique  and  methods  of  B.C.G.  vaccination  and  have  been 
approved  for  this  purpose. 

During  1955,  the  chest  physicians  vaccinated  498  cases,  and  the 
Divisional  Medical  Officers  vaccinated  118  cases,  under  the  contact 
scheme.  In  addition  to  these,  certain  new-born  infants  were  vaccin- 
ated at  St.  Mary’s  Hospital,  Manchester,  through  special  arrangements 
made  by  the  Professor  of  Child  Health  at  Manchester  University, 
and  during  the  year,  some  96  babies  born  to  Cheshire  mothers  were 
thus  vaccinated.  Special  arrangements  have  been  made  at  Clatter- 
bridge  Hospital  whereby  newly  born  children  of  tuberculous  parents 
can  be  transferred  for  post-vaccination  segregation  to  a convalescent 
home  maintained  in  connection  with  the  Hospital.

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Mental  Illness 

The  care  and  supervision  of  patients  at  home  suffering  from 
mental  illness  or  defect  is  carried  out  by  Health  Visitors  and  Authorised 
Officers,  and  arrangements  are  made,  in  suitable  cases,  for  help  to  be 
given  by  other  County  services,  such  as  Home  Nursing  and  Domestic 
Help. 

Other  Illnesses 

Liaison  has  been  continued  with  the  Almoners  and  other  appro- 
priate officials  of  general  hospitals  so  that  discharged  patients  requiring 
help  from  any  of  the  County  Health  Services  may  secure  it  without 
delay. 

Another  aspect  of  “care”  is  the  investigation  of  “problem  families” 
with  a view  to  effecting  any  possible  improvement  and  granting  any 
appropriate  help. 

An  important  aspect  of  “prevention  of  illness”  is  health  education, 
and  appropriate  publicity  under  this  heading  is  carried  out  locally. 

Nursing  Equipment 

Stocks  of  nursing  equipment  are  held  by  District  Nurses  and 
by  Divisional  Medical  Officers  for  loan  to  patients  needing  them, 
subject  to  a small  deposit  charge,  and  a weekly  hire  payment  in  the 
case  of  the  more  expensive  items.  Examples  of  the  small  items 
normally  kept  by  District  Nurses  are  urinals,  hot  water  bottles,  bed 
pans,  feeding  cups,  sputum  flasks,  steam  kettles,  air  rings  and  back 
rests;  the  larger  items  stored  by  the  Divisional  Medical  Officers  include 
crutches,  bath  chairs,  spinal  carriages  and  water  beds. 

Shelters  for  the  use  of  tuberculosis  patients  are  issued  by  the 
County  Medical  Officer  and  transferred  by  the  County  Surveyor’s 
Department,  in  accordance  with  recommendations  made  by  the  Chest 
Physicians,  and  confirmed,  after  investigation  of  the  site,  by  the 
Divisional  Medical  Officer.  Bedding  is  also  kept  for  issue  in  special 
cases,  e.g.,  when  a patient’s  small  stock  has  to  be  taken  away  for  disin- 
fection or  disinfestation,  or  to  provide  for  house  isolation  of  patients. 

Recuperative  Convalescence 

During  the  year  1955,  75  patients  were  sent  for  recuperative 
convalescence  for  periods  varying  between  two  and  eight  weeks. 
Contributions  were  paid  by  the  patients  towards  the  cost  of  this 
convalescence  in  accordance  with  the  County  scale.  Also  under 
Section  28,  seven  mentally  defective  children  were  found  accom- 
modation for  short  periods  during  the  year. 
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Infectious  Disease 

In  order  that  Divisional  Health  Committees  may  have  a continuous 
picture  of  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease  in  their  areas,  Divisional 
Offices  receive  full  particulars  of  notified  cases,  and  the  County 
Council  repays  to  District  Councils,  in  accordance  with  the  National 
Health  Service  Act,  the  notification  fees  paid  to  doctors.  The  following 
table  gives  the  number  of  cases  notified  under  the  various  headings 
during  the  year  1955.

Particular  attention  is  devoted  to  babies  weighing  5^  lbs.  or  less 
at  birth,  and  special  cots  with  bedding,  hot  water  bottles,  etc.,  are 
kept  in  readiness.  797  premature  live  babies  were  born  in  the  year 
under  review,  whose  mothers  normally  live  in  the  Authority’s  area, 
193  at  home  and  604  in  hospitals  or  nursing  homes. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia 

45  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  were  notified  during  the  year, 
11  being  domiciliary  and  34  institutional  confinements. 

Maternal  Mortality 

The  maternal  mortality  for  1955,  i.e.,  number  of  deaths  due  to 
pregnancy,  childbirth  or  abortion,  per  1,000  live  and  still  births,was 
0.66. 
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Ante-Natal  and  Post-Natal  Clinics 

The  number  of  Ante-Natal  clinics  conducted  by  Doctors  was  21. 
The  Regional  Hospital  Boards  pay  for  a proportion  of  the  sessions 
attended  by  specialist  obstetricians.  In  some  areas  there  are  other 
doctors’  clinics,  and  in  some  districts  midwives’  clinics  have  been 
established.  In  one  area  a General  Practitioner  conducts  his  own 
Ante-Natal  clinic  at  a County  Clinic  Centre.

At  31st  December,  1955  there  were,  in  all,  184  distribution  centres 
in  the  administrative  county,  147  of  these  being  manned  by  voluntary 
personnel,  and  37  by  full-time  or  part-time  paid  staff,  including  the 
staffs  of  the  local  district  councils  where,  by  arrangement,  points 
have  been  established  on  district  council  premises.

Care  of  Unmarried  Mothers 

Arrangements  have  continued  whereby  unmarried  expectant 
mothers  are  admitted  to  voluntary  institutions  some  time  before  the 
confinement,  and  return  there  with  the  baby  for  varying  periods  after- 
wards. The  County  Council’s  own  Home  at  7,  Trinity  Road,  Hoylake, 
provides  12  beds  and  8 cots,  and  51  women  were  admitted  during  the 
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year,  staying  approximately  eight  weeks  before  the  birth  and  six  weeks 
afterwards.  Of  these  one  was  the  responsibility  of  another  local 
authority.  Responsibility  was  accepted  at  other  homes  and  hostels 
for  32  such  mothers  during  the  year.

Milk  (Special  Designations)  (Pasteurised  and  Sterilised  Milk) 
Regulations,  1949 

Twenty-eight  dairy  premises  in  the  administrative  county  are 
licensed  for  the  processing  of  milk  by  pasteurisation  or  sterilisation. 
These  vary  in  size  from  the  small  one-man  dairy  to  the  large 
factory  dairy  owned  by  the  important  dairy  firms.  They  are  subject 
to  official  supervision  and  samples  of  processed  milk  are  collected 
three  times  weekly  for  examination  in  the  County  Public  Health 
Laboratory  for  comparison  with  the  legal  standard.  The  sample 
records  for  1955  were  very  satisfactory.  624  samples  of  sterilised 
milk  were  examined,  all  of  which  passed  the  official  test.  4293 
sarnples  of  pasteurised  milk  were  examined,  of  which  36  were  un- 
satisfactory (0.8  per  cent).  Generally  these  failures  were  due  to 
such  causes  as  faulty  or  incorrect  indicating  or  recording  thermo- 
meters on  the  processing  plant  or  an  occasional  lapse  on  the  part 
of  an  operator  during  the  processing  of  milk. 


All  test  samples  are  examined  by  the  official  Kay-Graham 
method  and  also  by  the  unofficial  Aschaffenburg-Mullen  method 
which  is  quicker  and  equally  reliable.  The  disadvantage  of  the 
official  Kay-Graham  test  is  that  it  takes  twenty-four  hours  to  com- 
plete by  which  time  the  processed  milk  has  been  dispatched  from 
consumption.  The  Aschaffenburg-Mullen  test  enables 
the  laboratory  staff  to  telephone  a dairyman  of  an  unsatisfactory 
test  sample  and  can  often  prevent  under-processed  milk  being  dis- 
patched from  the  dairy.

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It  will  eliminate  breakage  or  loss  of  milk  bottles,  which  is  con- 
siderable. Bottle  washing  machines,  bottle  caps  and  detergents 
will  be  abolished  and  transport  costs  will  be  reduced.  Considerable 
quantities  of  milk  arrived  at  processing  dairies  from  krms  in  a sour 
condition  during  the  hot  summer  of  1955.  Inefficient  milk  cooling 
at  farms  partly  due  to  the  high  temperature  of  mains  water  was  no 
doubt  a contributory  factor. 

A further  step  has  been  taken  towards  the  specification  of  areas 
in  which  all  milk  sold  by  retail  must  be  'specially  designated’  milk, 
that  is  pasteurised,  sterilised  or  tuberculin  tested  milk.  The  areas

Tuberculous  Milk 

In  connection  with  the  ascertainment  of  tuberculous  milk,  2808 
samples  were  taken  at  farms  by  the  County  Sampling  Officers 
during  1955,  of  which  116  proved  to  be  positive. 

Co-operation  with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  with  local 
Sanitary  Authorities  has  continued,  so  as  to  ensure  that  the  high 
standard  of  milk  production  in  Cheshire  shall  be  maintained  and 
improved.

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Samples  for  Analysis 

The  Chief  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures,  Food  and 
Drugs,  etc.,  (Mr.  Stacey  Mallard)  reports  as  follows  on  the  work 
of  his  Department  in  relation  to  the  administration  of  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  1938  so  far  as  it  relates  to  the  adulteration  of  food  or 
drugs. 

The  only  change  in  the  administration  of  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act  occurred  on  the  1st  April,  1955,  when  the  Borough  Council  of 
Bebington  took  over  the  duties  from  the  County  Council.  This  was 
as  a result  of  the  publication  (in  1954)  of  the  1951  census  figures 
which  showed  that  the  population  of  Bebington  exceeded  40,000 
and  therefore  the  Borough  Council  automatically  becomes  its  own 
Food  and  Drugs  Authority.  From  the  date  of  the  publication  until 
1st  April,  1955,  the  County  Council  had,  by  agreement  with  the 
Borough  Council  carried  out  the  duties  until  the  latter  had  made 
the  necessary  arrangements  to  take  over. 

A further  point  of  interest  in  this  connection  is  that  in  1 954  the 
Councils  of  Hoylake  and  Runcorn  applied  to  the  Minister  of  Health 
for  a direction  that  they  should  be  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority 
for  their  respective  areas.  These  applications  were  made  under  the 
provisions  of  Section  64  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  which 
inter  alia,  permits  a local  authority  of  any  Urban  District  which 
has,  according  to  the  last  published  census,  a population  of  twenty 
thousand  or  upwards  but  less  than  fort}^  thousand  to  apply  to  the 
Ministry  for  a direction  that  the  local  authority  shall,  in  lieu  of  the 
County  Council,  be  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  as  respects  their 
district.  Following  these  applications  a medical  representative  of 
the  Ministry  visited  Cheshire  in  August,  1955,  and  interviewed  the 
officers  responsible  for  the  administration  of  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Acts  in  the  areas  affected.  Subsequently  an  official  of  the  Ministry 
wrote  to  the  Clerk  of  both  Urban  District  Councils  stating: — 

“I  arn  to  say  that,  after  considering  the  evidence  submitted, 
the  Minister  has  come  to  the  conclusion  that  there  is  not  sufficient 
reason  to  change  the  present  position  by  transferring  the  powers 
and  duties  of  the  County  Council  as  Food  and  Drugs  Authority 
to  the  Urban  District  Council.” 

Thus  at  the  end  of  the  year  1955  the  County  Council  remain 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  for  the  whole  administrative  County 
of  Chester  excepting  the  Municipal  Boroughs  of  Bebington,  Crew^e 
and  Sale. 

. Officers  of  the  Weights  and  Measures  Department  are  respon- 
j general,  for  the  administration  of  the  provisions  of  the  Food 
which  prohibit  the  sale  of  adulterated  or  non- 
standard  food  and  drugs.  To  ensure  that  these  conditions  are  com- 
p led  with  it  IS  necessary  to  submit  a great  variety  of  samples  to 
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the  Public  Analyst  for  the  County  (J.  G.  Sherratt,  Esq.,  B.Sc., 
F.R.I.C.)  for  chemical  analysis.  The  vast  majority  of  the  samples, 
other  than  milk,  were  purchased  at  shops,  markets,  etc.,  in  the 
same  way  as  ordinary  members  of  the  public  usually  buy  goods. 
On  the  other  hand  practically  all  the  milk  samples  were  taken  from 
vehicles  in  the  streets  or  from  churns  of  milk  awaiting  collection 
by  Dairy  Companies  at  farms. 

Some  idea  of  the  field  covered  by  this  work  can  be  gained  from 
the  following  list  which  shows  the  numbers  of  the  various  types 
obtained  and  also  the  articles  which  were  adversely  reported  upon.

Compared  with  the  previous  two  years  there  was  a welcome 
reduction  in  the  number  of  samples  containing  extraneous  water 
there  being  only  seven  instances  in  1955  against  13  in  1954  and  24 
in  1953.  The  amounts  of  extraneous  water  found  in  the  seven 
samples  last  year  ranged  from  3.1  to  16.1  per  cent,  but  four  of 
these  were  taken  from  one  trader  and  he  was  responsible  for  the 
only  instance  in  which  legal  proceedings  were  instituted  for  watered 
milk. 

The  brief  facts  of  this  case  were  that  following  a complaint  by 
a Dairy  Company  that  the  milk  supplied  to  them  by  a certain  farmer 
contained  added  water  an  Inspector  followed  the  Company’s  lorry 
to  the  farm  when  it  went  to  collect  the  day’s  consignment  of  milk. 
On  arrival  he  found  four  churns  of  milk  on  a stand.  He  took  a sam- 
ple from  each  churn  and  submitted  them  to  the  Public  Analyst  for 
analysis.  Subsequently  the  samples  w'ere  certified  as  containing 
9.1,  16.1,  5.8  and  10.6  per  cent,  of  extraneous  water.  During  the 
sampling  the  farmer’s  wife  passed  a rather  illuminating  remark 
when  she  said  “I  top  the  churns  up!”  At  the  subsequent  hearing 
tne  Justices  imposed  a total  penalty  of  £15  5s.  Od.  in  fines  and  costs. 

Regarding  the  remaining  non-standard  milks  it  will  be  noticed 
that  there  was  a considerable  increase  in  the  number  certified  to  be 
deficient  in  non-fatty  solids.  There  was  little  to  be  done  about  such 
deficiencies,  as  in  practically  every  instance  the  milk  was  certified 
to  be  “genuine” — thus  proving  the  trouble  was  due  to  some  abnor- 
mality in  the  cows. 

The  two  samples  containing  dirt  were  thoroughly  investigated 
but  it  was  impossible  to  find  the  actual  point  at  which  the  con- 
tamination occurred  and  therefore  legal  proceedings  were  inadvis- 
able. All  parties  were,  however,  cautioned. 

Splinters  of  glass  in  school  milk  continue  to  cause  anxiety  and 
during  the  year  13  instances  were  reported  by  Head  teachers.  In 
five  of  these,  legal  proceedings  were  instituted  against  the  suppliers, 
as  in  each  of  these  instances  the  rim  of  the  ^-pint  bottle  was  in  per- 
fect condition  and  consequently  any  glass  found  in  the  milk  was  not 
the  result  of  damage  to  the  bottle  in  transit.  In  four  of  the  cases 
the  Magistrates  convicted,  but  in  the  remaining  one  they  had  some 
doubt  as  to  whether  the  glass  splinters  were  in  the  bottle  before  it 
reached  the  school  and  they  accordingly  dismissed  the  case. 

As  in  the  previous  3^ear  there  were  18  instances  of  glass  splinters 
reported  in  school  milk,  the  position  can  be  considered  as  slightly 
improved. 


Befoie  leaving  the  question  of  milk,  mention  should  be  made 
ot  certain  prosecutions  undertaken  in  respect  of  other  foreign  bodies 
loiind  in  school  milk. 


In  one  such  case  a teacher  happened  to  pick  a bottle  at  random 
from  41  one-third  pint  bottles  in  crates  which  had  been  placed  in 
the  school  kitchen  and  noticed  a large  object  inside  at  the  bottom 
of  the  bottle.  At  the  time  she  thought  it  was  a beetle  but  subse- 
quent investigation  proved  it  to  be  a ball  of  bubble  gum  so  large 
that  it  stuck  in  the  neck  of  the  bottle  when  the  milk  was  poured 
out!  Legal  proceedings  were  taken  against  the  bottlers  and  they 
were  fined  £5. 

In  another  case  a girl  found  a large  object  like  plasticine  in  her 
school  milk;  it  weighed  approximately  half  an  ounce  and  here 
again  was  too  large  to  fall  out  of  the  top  of  the  bottle.  No  doubt  in 
this  and  the  previous  case  the  object  had  been  placed  in  the  bottle 
by  a school-child  on  a previous  delivery  and  the  bottle  washing 
machine  had  failed  to  dislodge  it.  Proceedings  were  instituted  and 
the  suppliers  were  fined  £10  plus  £3  19s.  Od.  costs. 

Regarding  non-standard  samples  other  than  milk,  of  the  723 
articles  analysed  eighteen  were  certified  as  being  of  non-standard 
quality  or  otherwise  not  conforming  to  the  legal  labelling  require- 
ments laid  down  in  the  Labelling  of  Food  Order,  1953. 

A brief  summary  of  all  these  samples  is  given  below  with  the 
result  of  analysis  shown  in  parenthesis: — 

1 Pork  Sausage.  (Deficient  in  meat  to  the  extent  of  6%).  This 
formal  sample  was  purchased  at  a butcher's  shop  and  found  to 
contain  only  47  per  cent,  of  meat.  The  seller  was  cautioned. 

2 Pork  Sausage.  (Contained  190  parts  per  million  of  undeclared 
sulphur  dioxide  preservative).  Purchase  was  made  at  butcher’s 
shop.  Amount  of  preservative  was  within  legal  limits  had  its 
presence  been  declared  at  the  time  of  sale  either  by  notice  dis- 
played in  the  shop  or  by  a label  on  the  sausage  itself.  Seller 
was  prosecuted  and  fined  £1  with  £1  15s.  Od.  costs. 

3 Pinhead  Oatmeal.  (Oatmeal  and  sago  contaminated  with  meal 
mite).  This  was  an  informal  sample  purchased  at  shop  of  multi- 
ple firm.  As  soon  as  the  analysis  was  received  another  sample, 
taken  formally,  was  immediately  purchased  at  the  same  shop. 
This  sample  is  shown  as  No.  4 below. 

4 Pinhead  Oatmeal.  (Oatmeal  contaminated  with  dead  meal 
mites).  This  was  the  corresponding  "formal”  sample  to  No.  3 
above.  Legal  proceedings  were  instituted  and  the  seller  was 
fined  £10  and  ordered  to  pay  .£1  15s.  Od.  costs. 

5 Tincture  of  Iodine.  (16.3%  deficient  in  Potassium  Iodide). 
Purchase  made  at  a chemist’s  shop.  Manufacturers  cautioned 
and  all  remaining  stock  in  shop  withdrawn  from  sale. 

6 Pork  Sausage.  (170  parts  per  million  of  undeclared  Sulphur 
Dioxide  Preserv’ative) . Informal  sample — see  corresponding 
formal  sample  No.  12  below.  Remarks  under  No.  2 apply. 

7 Pork  Sausage.  (360  parts  per  million  of  undeclared  sulphur 
dioxide  preservative).  Formal  sample.  Fined  £1.  Remarks 
under  No.  2 apply. 
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8 Pork  Sausage.  (150  parts  per  million  of  undeclared  sulphur 
dioxide  preservative).  Formal  sample.  Fined  £1.  Remarks 
under  No.  2 apply. 

9 Pork  Sausage.  (120  parts  per  million  of  undeclared  sulphur 
dioxide  preservative).  Formal  sample.  ^ Fined  £1.  Remarks 
under  No.  2 apply. 

10  Thick  Cream.  (47.9%  deficient  in  fat).  This  was  a tin  of  cream 
purchased  at  a branch  shop  of  a multiple  firm.  The  tin  itself 
was  correctly  labelled  but  an  employee  had  placed  a large  card 
bearing  the  words  “Thick  Cream’’  on  the  display  stand.  As 
this  purchase  was  an  informal  sample  a corresponding  formal 
sample  was  obtained.  See  No.  11. 

11  Thick  Cream.  (52%  deficient  in  fat).  This  formal  sample 
corresponds  to  No.  10.  Proceedings  were  instituted  and  the 
seller  fined  £2. 

12  Pork  Sausage.  (150  parts  per  million  of  undeclared  sulphur 
dioxide  preserv'ative) . Corresponding  formal  sample  to  No.  6 
above.  Legal  proceedings  resulted  in  absolute  discharge  on  pay- 
ment of  £1  19s.  Od.  costs.  Remarks  under  No.  2 appty. 

13  Boric  Acid  Ointment.  (.19%  excess  Boric  Acid).  Tin  purchased 
at  a general  shop.  Manufacturers  cautioned  and  remaining  stock 
in  shop  withdrawn  from  sale. 

14  Clear  Mixed  Pickles.  (Not  labelled  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Labelling  of  Food  Order,  1953).  The  label  did 
not  specify  the  ingredients  in  the  order  of  the  proportion  in 
which  they  were  used;  the  ingredient  used  in  the  greatest  pro- 
portion should  have  been  specified  first.  Manufacturers  cautioned 
and  agreed  to  amend  label. 

15  Mint  in  vinegar.  (Not  labelled  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  Labelling  of  Food  Order,  1953) . Remarks  to  No.  14  apply 
to  this  sample. 

16  Glycerine  Suppositories  B.P.  (Containing  an  excess  of  water 
and  deficient  in  glycerine  and  gelatine) . Purchased  at  a 
Chemist  s shop.  Packed  by  well  known  firm  and  although  matter 
was  full}^  investigated  no  explanation  could  be  found.  Manu- 
facturers cautioned. 

17  Chocolate  Icing  Sugar.  (Contains  only  a negligible  proportion 
ot  chocolate) . This  was  an  informal  sample  purchased  at  a shop, 
see  corresponding  formal  sample  No.  18. 

18  Chocolate  Icing  Sugar.  (Contains  only  a negligible  proportion 
of  chocolate).  Formal  sample  re  No.  17.  The  word  “chocolate” 
was  printed  m larger  type  than  the  rest  of  the  wording  on  the 
packet  1 he  packers  were  cautioned  and  agreed  to  amend  their 

^ Icing  Sugar”  and  in  much  smaller  lettering  the 

words  flavour  of  chocolate.” 
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Apart  from  the  prosecutions  referred  to  above,  legal  proceed- 
ings were  undertaken  in  respect  of  offences  which  came  to  light  as 
a result  of  public-spirited  action  on  the  part  of  certain  private 
householders  in  reporting  offences  of  which  they  themselves  were 
the  victims. 

One  such  case  concerned  a police  constable  who  had  found  a 
piece  of  glass  in  a cake  his  wife  had  bought;  while  he  was  eating  a 
slice  he  found  a piece  of  glass  in  his  mouth.  He  visited  his  doctor 
who  expressed  the  view  that  had  he  swallowed  the  glass  it  could 
have  caused  serious  illness  or  death.  Subsequently  the  makers  of 
the  cake  suggested  the  glass  might  have  got  into  the  cake  from  a 
bottle  of  milk  during  mi.xing.  At  the  hearing  the  Justices  imposed 
a fine  of  £2  and  15s.  6d.  costs. 

Another  case  was  the  result  of  a complaint  by  a private  house- 
holder who  had  discovered  a triangular-shaped  piece  of  glass 
approximately  l^ins.  x ^in.  in  a bottle  of  orange  drink.  The  glass 
had  been  discovered  when  the  complainant’s  daughter,  before  use, 
shook  the  bottle  and  heard  the  glass  rattle.  The  usual  enquiries 
were  made  and  proceedings  instituted,  resulting  in  a fine  of  £10 
being  imposed  on  the  supplying  firm. 

In  conclusion,  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  although  there  is  a 
slight  rise  in  the  percentage  of  adulteration  i.e.  from  3.03  to  4.1 
per  cent,  when  compared  with  the  year  1954  nevertheless,  as  will 
be  seen  from  the  graph  below,  the  percentage  reported  against 
during  the  last  two  years  is  lower  than  at  any  time  since  the  out- 
break of  the  last  war.

General 

The  year  again  shews  a substantial  increase  in  admissions, 
predominantly  of  voluntary  patients,  i.e.  patients  having  some 
insight  into  their  state  of  health,  and  co-operative  in  accepting 
hospital  treatment.  Further  analysis  discloses  that  the  majority  of 
these  patients  remain  in  hospital  up  to  a period  of  three  months, 
and  then  resume  their  place  in  the  community.  Many  of  these  dis- 
charged patients  continue  attendance  at  the  Psychiatric  Clinics,  are 
referred  to  their  own  doctors,  or  receive  assistance  of  a social  nature 
from  Health  Visitors  and  Authorised  Officers. 

Additional  to  the  Clinics  set  out  below,  the  Manchester 
Regional  Hospital  Board  propose  to  establish  a unit  in  Crewe, 
which  will  considerably  augment  the  existing  services. 

The  Out-patient  Clinics  maintained  by  the  respective  Regional 
Hospital  Boards  are  situated  as  follows: —

Occupation  Centres 

The  County  Council  Occupation  Centres  at  New  Ferry  and 
Altrincham  have  continued  to  give  much  appreciated  help  to  local 
parents,  and  the  Altrincham  centre,  owing  to  the  special  transport 
provided,  is  able  to  take  children  from  an  area  extending  as  far  as 
Northwich. 

On  the  25th  April,  1955,  a third  centre  was  opened  at  33,  Great 
King  Street,  Macclesfield,  and  on  the  5th  September  a fourth  centre 
at  the  Methodist  Sunday  School,  Gee  Cross,  Hyde,  and  these  have 
given  equally  appreciated  service  in  east  Cheshire.  An  agreement 
has  now  been  completed  for  use  of  premises  at  Nantwich  which  will 
take  children  from  south  Cheshire. 

It  is  considered  that  with  careful  use  of  transport  every  reason- 
able step  will  then  have  been  taken  to  provide  an  adequate  service, 
and  then  the  only  defective  children  suitable  for  Occupation  Centres 
who  cannot  attend  one  will  be  isolated  cases  in  rural  districts  where 
the  cost  of  transport  would  be  wholly  excessive. 

Temporary  Care 

In  1955  the  provision  was  continued  of  temporary  care  by 
admission  to  hospitals  for  periods  of  up  to  two  months  during 
family  emergencies,  especially  during  the  summer  months  when 
permanent  patients  are  on  holiday,  thus  providing  a temporary 
respite  for  parents  of  children  who  could  not  at  the  time  be  per- 
manently accommodated. 

During  1955,  such  temporary  care  was  provided  in  twenty 
cases.  Another  method  of  securing  the  same  benefit  has  been  the 
introduction  of  short-stay  accommodation  at  the  Orchard  Dene 
Hospital  at  Rainhill  of  the  National  Association  for  Mental  Health 
where  similar  temporary  accommodation  is  available,  subject  to 
contribution  by  the  parents  under  the  provision  of  the  Care  and 
After-care  convalescence  provisions  of  the  National  Health  Service 
Act.  Seven  children  were  so  accommodated  in  1955. 

General 

As  in  previous  years,  reports  on  defectives  and  on  their  home 
conditions  have  been  supplied  to  Hospital  Management  Committees 
on  a variety  of  occasions,  e.g.  for  holiday  leave,  licensing,  and  at 
m^rvals  for  the  Statutory  Visitors.  Health  Visitors  and  Authorised 
Officers  have  attended  Juvenile  and  other  Courts  to  give  evidence 
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in  regard  to  alleged  offences  by  defectives,  and  when  necessary 
Medical  Officers  of  the  Department  have  attended  to  give  medical 
evidence. 

Co-operation  with  the  Children’s  Department  and  with  the 
Welfare  Department  has  continued  as  in  previous  years,  and  help 
was  given  to  other  authorities  on  a reciprocal  basis  in  regard  to  their 
cases,  by  way  of  ascertainment  and  application  for  Justices'  Orders. 

I should  like  to  take  the  opportunity  of  acknowledging  the 
ready  help  given  at  all  times  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Boards’  Bed 
Bureau,  which  has  again  on  various  occasions  found  prompt  places 
for  cases  whose  admission  was  an  imperative  urgency. 


Prevention  of  Mental  Illness 

Recent  investigations  have  shown  that  a proportion,  perhaps 
one  half  of  mental  illness  likely  to  require  admission  to  mental 
hospital  is  preventable.  In  addition,  many  people  suffer  from  ill- 
ness of  a physical  rather  than  mental  nature,  which  has  nevertheless 
a mental  background;  it  should  be  possible  to  exercise  a consider- 
able degree  of  prevention  in  these  cases  also  when  they  become 
known  to  the  County  Health  Department.  It  is  felt  that  behaviour 
difficulties  (even  in  minor  degrees)  in  school  children,  and  difficul- 
ties, of  the  type  commonly  met  with  at  child  welfare  centres,  are 
not  infrequently  due  to,  and  other  cases  may  be  the  cause  of,  mental 
strain  in  the  parents. 

To  an  increasing  extent  the  Schools  Health  Service  is  concerned 
with  these  behaviour  problems  and  in  the  child  welfare  centres  the 
appointment  which  has  been  approved  by  the  County  Council  of  an 
additional  Medical  Officer  on  the  headquarters  staff,  experienced  in 
the  problem  of  mental  health  should  go  some  way  towards  meeting 
requirements. 

The  Regional  Hospital  Boards  are  also  giving  consideration  to 
the  problems  of  child  psychiatry,  and  it  is  most  essential  that  what- 
ever is  done  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Boards  in  this  respect  shall 
be  co-ordinated  with  the  work  of  the  local  health  authority. 

Authorised  Officers  are  well  aware  of  the  preventive  side  of 
their  duties,  but  normally  they  only  become  aware  of  patients 
suffering  from  mental  ill-health  when  treatment  is  already  required, 
either  out-patient  or  in-patient  at  a mental  hospital.  Although  the 
establishment  of  the  County  Health  Department  includes  psychia- 
tric social  workers,  owing  to  the  shortage  of  this  type  of  highly 
trained  worker  it  has  not  been  possible  as  yet  to  make  an  appoint- 
ment; although  it  has  already  been  agreed  with  both  the  Regional 
Hospital  Boards  to  make  joint  appointments  of  this  type,  the  adver- 
tisements issued  have  not  been  successful  in  attracting  applicants. 
In  the  meantime  an  attempt  is  being  made  to  fill  this  gap  by  health 
visitors,  and  as  time  goes  on  more  and  more  of  the  work  of  health 
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visitors  will  be  taken  up  in  problems  of  the  prevention  of  mental 
ill-health. 

The  County  Council  “spastic  team”  has  already  commenced 
work  and  young  children  showing  symptoms  and  signs  of  cerebral 
palsy  are  being  gradually  gathered  together  with  a view  to  their 
treatment.  It  is  expected  that  the  Clatterbridge  Spastic  Centre  will 
be  in  full  operation  towards  the  end  of  this  year.  Both  these  ventures 
may  be  expected  to  have  their  preventive  effect  regarding  mental 
deficiency. 

It  must  again  be  stressed  that  all  these  preventive  activities,  the 
effect  of  which  can  only  be  very  gradual,  and  which  will  take  many 
years  to  come  to  fruition,  throw  a further  burden  on  the  work  of 
health  visitors,  who  are  always  the  field  workers  in  the  local  health 
authority’s  services. 

Discharges  from  Order 

Seven  cases  who  had  been  on  licence  from  Institutions  were 
discharged  from  Order  during  the  year  under  review. 
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Section  X. -Domestic  Help 


Under  Section  29  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  the 
County  Council  is  empowered  to  provide  a Domestic  Help  Service 
for  households  where  such  help  is  required  owing  to  the  presence  of 
any  person  who  is  ill,  lying  in,  an  expectant  mother,  mentally  defective, 
aged,  or  a child  not  over  compulsory  school  age. 

The  service  is  one  of  those  which  have  been  devolved  to  Divisional 
Health  Committees  for  organisation,  administration,  and  management 
within  the  approved  estimates.  It  is  not  one  of  the  services  provided 
free  under  the  Act,  and  the  Local  Health  Authority  has  adopted  an 
appropriate  payment  scale.

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Section  XI.-Home  Nursing 


Under  Section  25  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  the  County 
Council  has  the  duty  to  provide  a full  service  for  nursing  sick  persons 
at  home  free  of  charge  to  the  patient. 

Details  of  the  nurses  and  nurse-midwives  employed  by  the  County 
Council  are  given  earlier  in  this  report,  together  with  their  districts. 

Small  nursing  appliances  are  kept  by  nurses  for  loan  to  their 
patients;  large  items  such  as  special  beds,  wheel  chairs,  spinal  carriages 
are  available  at  the  Divisional  Offices.  This  service  forms  part  of  the 
County  Council’s  arrangements  under  Section  28  of  the  Act.

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Section  XII. -Handicapped  Persons 


General 

Under  Section  29  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  the  County 
Council  provides  Welfare  Services  for  handicapped  persons,  and  the 
scheme  under  this  heading  has  been  made  the  responsibility  of  the 
County  Health  Committee. 

The  classes  of  handicapped  persons  to  which  the  section  applies 
are  the  blind,  the  partially  sighted,  the  deaf  or  dumb,  and  others 
substantially  and  permanently  handicapped  by  illness,  injury,  congenital 
deformity,  or  such  other  disability  as  may  be  prescribed. 

Blind  Persons 

The  Council’s  approved  scheme  so  made  continues,  with  necessary 
amplification,  the  scheme  carried  out  in  previous  years  in  accordance 
with  the  Blind  Persons  Acts.  Its  details  are  executed  by  the  Blind 
Welfare  Societies  at  Chester,  Ashton-under-Lyne,  and  Macclesfield, 
with  which  appropriate  financial  arrangements  have  been  made.  The 
Welfare  Services  of  these  Societies  have  been  extended,  so  far  as  they 
are  applicable,  to  partially  sighted  persons. 

Certification 

To  ensure  that  no  person’s  name  is  placed  on  the  register  without 
the  certificate  of  a medical  practitioner  with  special  experience  in 
ophthalmology,  all  applicants  were  examined  by  one  of  the  County 
Ophthalmologists.  Those  who  so  wished  were  examined  a second 
time  under  th^e  Medical  Referee  Service — conducted  jointly  with  the 
North  Regional  Association — by  independent  Medical  Referees.

Workshop  Employees 


Annual  grants  were  continued  on  the  usual  principles  to  recognised 
Workshops  for  Cheshire  employees.  A “minimum  wage”  principle 
has  beeri  adopted  for  certain  workers,  their  income  being  made  up 
to  a fixed  amount.  On  this  principle  there  were  6 male  and  3 female 
employees  at  Chester,  3 male  employees  at  Macclesfield,  1 male 
employee  at  Stoke-on-Trent,  2 males  and  1 female  at  Henshaws, 
male  employee  at  Warrington,  1 male  employee  at  Stockport  and 
2 male  employees  at  Liverpool  at  the  end  of  1955. 
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Home  Workers 

The  three  voluntary  societies  arranged  for  the  employment  at 
home  of  those  capable  of  it.  Augmentation  of  42/-  weekly  was  given 
by  the  Council  to  all  County  approved  Workers,  who  numbered  16 
at  the  end  of  1955. 

National  Library  for  the  Blind 

Grant  and  augmentation  were  made  in  1955  to  the  National 
Library  for  the  Blind  on  behalf  of  2 Cheshire  Home  Workers  who 
are  Blind  Copyists  for  its  northern  branch,  apart  from  the  usual 
annual  grant  for  general  services,  which  are  used  by  over  100  Cheshire 
residents. 

Other  Services 

The  usual  annual  grants  were  continued  in  1955  to  the  National 
Institute  for  the  Blind  and  the  North  Regional  Association  for  their 
respective  national  and  regional  services.  An  additional  grant  was 
paid  to  the  National  Institute  in  respect  of  its  services  in  placing 
blind  persons  in  open  industry  from  1/4/55.  Three  persons  were 
newdy  placed  during  1955,  three  persons  changed  employment  and  a 
total  of  320  visits  were  made  by  the  Institute’s  Officers  in  connexion 
with  this  service. 

Grants  are  made  when  necessary  towards  training  blind  persons 
to  work  with  guide  dogs. 

Wireless  Certificates 

175  Certificates  entitling  the  r.ecipients  to  a free  wireless  licence 
were  issued  in  1955  to  applicants  on  the  register. 

Deaf  Persons 

The  County  is  fully  covered  by  voluntary  societies  for  the  welfare 
of  the  deaf,  and  financial  grants  are  made  by  the  County  Council  to 
these  societies,  which  act  as  authorised  agents  for  the  provision  of 
advice  and  help,  when  desired,  for  the  establishment  of  social  centres, 
and  for  outings  and  other  recreational  activities.  A grant  is  also  paid 
to  the  North  Regional  Association  for  the  Deaf  in  respect  of  its  statistical, 
co-ordinating,  and  educational  work.  The  numbers  of  Cheshire  deaf 
persons  on  the  registers  of  the  Societies  are  approximately  as  follows: —

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Other  Handicapped  Persons 

General 

The  registers  of  handicapped  persons  other  than  the  blind,  deaf, 
and  dumb  are  kept  by  Divisional  Medical  Officers.  They  are  limited 
to  persons  who  wish  to  receive  benefits  under  the  approved  scheme. 
General  advice  is  given  on  overcoming  their  handicaps,  and  on  how  to 
obtain  such  help  as  is  available,  either  under  this  scheme  or  under  the 
hospital,  local  authority,  or  other  aspects  of  the  National  Health 
Service.  One  example  of  help  under  this  scheme  is  adaptation  of 
premises,  inside  or  outside,  to  facilitate  use  of  an  invalid  chair  or 
carriage.  During  1955  the  County  Health  Committee  approved  grants 
towards  the  cost  of  adaptations  at  the  homes  of  nine  handicapped 
persons  to  help  them  overcome  their  difficulties.  Assistance  in 
handicrafts  is  given  when  possible,  with  the  co-operation  of  voluntary 
bodies.  The  most  prominent  example  of  the  Council’s  help  to 
handicapped  persons  is,  of  course,  Wrenbury  Hall  Colony  (see 
Section  V).

Care  is  taken  to  ensure  that,  so  far  as  possible,  epileptic  and  spastic 
persons  receive  necessary  treatment,  education  and  accommodation 
and  co-ordination  is  effected  when  necessary  with  the  residential 
welfare  and  the  hospital  services. 
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Section  XIII.  Water  Supplies  and  Sewerage 


Water  and  sewerage  schemes  of  Rural  Authorities  qualify  for 
contributions  from  the  County  Council  and  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  under  the  Rural  Water  Supplies  and  Sewer- 
age Act,  1944.  Urban  Authorities  are  assisted  by  the  County 
Council  under  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

The  following  schemes  were  submitted  for  approval  and  finan- 
cial assistance  during  the  current  year: — 

Congleton  Borough 

Extension  of  approximately  one  mile  of  4 inch  water  main  in 
Congleton  Edge  Road,  an  outlying  part  of  the  Borough,  at  an  esti- 
mated cost  of  £4,200. 

Bucklow  Rural  District 

Parishes  of  P cover  Superior.  P cover  Inferior.  Ollerton  and  Toft 
(part).  Extension  of  6-inch  and  4-inch  water  mains  and  the  con- 
struction of  a reinforced  concrete  water  tower  of  100,000  gallons 
capacity.  Estimated  cost  £47,000. 

Macclesfield  Rural  District 

Bosley.  Extension  of  460  yards  of  3-inch  main.  Estimated  cost  £575. 

Butley.  Extension  of  1450  yards  of  3-inch  main.  Estimated  cost 
£2,175. 

Withington.  Extension  of  670  yards  of  3-inch  main.  Estimated  cost 
£664. 


Mid  and  S.E.  Cheshire  Mt^ater  Board 

Four  unsatisfactory  sources  of  supply  in  the  Board’s  area  are 
proposed  to  be  abandoned  and  bulk  supplies  from  Staffordshire 
otteries  \\ater  Board,  British  Railways  and  Liverpool  Corporation 
Waterworks  are  to  be  terminated.  Powers  have  been  obtained  to 
extr^t  water  from  the  River  Dee  near  Llangollen  and  convey  it  by 
he  Ellesmere  Canal  to  Hurleston,  near  Nantwich,  for  treatment.

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Reconstruction  and  extension  of  the  sewage  disposal  works  at 
an  estimated  cost  of  £155,050. 

Borough  of  Crewe 

Works  of  sewerage  for  the  prevention  of  flooding  on  the  south 
side  of  the  Borough  and  the  Church  Coppenhall  area  on  the  north, 
together  with  the  construction  of  a new  sewage  disposal  works  at 
an  estimated  cost  of  £757,703.  The  scheme  was  intended  to  super- 
sede existing  sewage  disposal  works  serving  the  parishes  of  Hasling- 
ton  and  Wistaston  in  Nantwich  Rural  District. 

Objections  to  the  scheme  were  made  by  Nantwich  Rural  Coun- 
cil who  subsequently  obtained  Ministerial  approval  for  the  recon- 
struction of  Haslington  and  Wistaston  sewage  works. 

Borough  of  Macclesfield 

Extension  of  the  sewage  disposal  works  at  an  estimated  cost 
of  £159,450. 

Alderley  Edge  Urban  District 

A general  scheme  of  reconstruction  of  the  sewerage  system  is 
proposed  at  a total  cost  of  £198,000.  The  first  stage  includes  the 
laying  of  3,767  yards  of  trunk  sewer  varying  from  6 inch  to  33  inch 
dia.  to  the  west  of  the  Crewe — Manchester  railway  at  an  estimated 
cost  of  £38,105. 

Hazel  Grove  Urban  District 

Extension  of  Offerton  sewage  disposal  works  at  an  estimated 
cost  of  £244,000.  The  extensions  will  provide  treatment  facilities 
for  development  in  Hazel  Grove,  parts  of  Stockport  County 
Borough  and  Marple  Urban  District.  Two  existing  sewage  disposal 
works  in  Marple  will  be  superseded. 

Borough  of  Sale 

Works  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  at  an  estimated  cost  of 
£984,197.  The  scheme  includes  the  improvement  and  extension  of 
the  sewerage  system  to  provide  facilities  for  development  in  Sale 
and  a part  of  the  City  of  Manchester  adjoining  the  south-east 
boundary  of  the  Borough,  together  with  the  extension  of  Sale 
sewage  disposal  works. 

A contribution  of  £222,274  is  being  made  by  Manchester  Cor- 
poration. 

Neston  Urban  District 

Works  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  for  the  village  of  Burton 
at  an  estimated  cost  of  £1 1,200. 
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Sandbach  Urban  District 

Reconstruction  of  old  defective  sewers  in  the  town  centre  at  an 
estimated  cost  of  £10,000. 

Construction  of  a sewage  pumping  station  and  pumping  main 
to  deliver  the  sewage  of  Elworth  to  the  main  sewage  disposal  works 
at  an  estimated  cost  of  £30,000.  The  existing  Elworth  sewage  dis- 
posal works  are  to  be  abandoned. 

Wilmslow  Urban  District 

Construction  of  1,200  yards  of  trunk  sewer  for  conveying 
sewage  from  the  southern  drainage  area  to  joint  Sewage  Disposal 
Works  serving  Wilmslow  (part)  and  Alderley  Edge.  Estimated 
cost  £60,000.  The  existing  sewage  works  serving  the  southern  area 
of  Wilmslow  are  to  be  abandoned. 

Works  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  for  an  overspill  site  at 
Handforth  and  other  proposed  development  in  the  northern  drain- 
age area,  together  with  the  extension  of  the  northern  sewage  dis- 
posal works.  Estimated  cost  £159,000. 

Wilmslow  Urban  District 
Alderley  Edge  Urban  District 

Construction  of  new  sewage  disposal  works  at  an  estimated  cost 
of  £136,000.  The  works  will  deal  with  the  sewage  from  Alderley 
Edge  and  the  southern  drainage  area  of  Wilmslow  and  will  also  be 
capable  of  treating  the  sewage  from  the  adjacent  parishes  in  the 
Rural  District  of  Macclesfield.  The  works  will  be  under  the  control 
of  a Joint  Board. 

Macclesfield  Rural  District 

Works  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  for  Brookledge  Lane 
area  in  the  Parish  of  Adlington  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £7,722. 

A scheme  was  submitted  for  sewering  a part  of  the  Parish  of 
Chorley  to  a separate  sewage  disposal  works  at  an  estimated  cost 
of  £14,770.  The  County  Council  recommended  that  the  area  should 
drain  to  the  proposed  joint  sewage  disposal  works  serving  Wilmslow 
and  Alderley  Edge.  A revised  scheme  is  being  prepared. 

Nantwich  Rural  District 

1,300  yards  of  sewer  extensions  to  serve  56  houses  and  future 
development  in  parts  of  the  Parishes  of  Hough,  Shavington  and 
Wybunbury.  Estimated  cost  £9,500. 

Tarvin  Rural  District 

Works  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  for  the  village  of 
Waverton  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £16,351. 
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
